Itis because they 
hold out to Us a hope, however distant, of some 
day so guiding the ether storm, that the exper- 
iments of Nicola Tesla are of such transcend- 
ent interest and importance. 

Prof. Crookes, in his experiments on iradi- 
ant matter,” has given us the first hint of a 
method of directing what, for want of more 
exact knowledge, we will call the molecules of 
matter, With the sppliancesat his command, 
however, he was unable to impart any great 
chango of direction, but he succeeded in mak 
ing that change manifest by reducing the dis- 
turbing forces acting against his directing 
force.
